EXPLOSION OF BjpNJilNe FOLLOWS. 



Five Persons, Inclndteg Vrtnt Pfre> 
aea. Killed, and Many Olhero 
Burned — Chapter af 
Fatal Accideatat 



Philadelphia. Aug. *0.— Five per- 
sons are kiiewn to have been kiik'd 
by the explosion o( the ttis; lurizine 
tank at tbe Atlantic K' lining com- 
pany'a oil works at Point Breeie. The 
dead are: John McCuUen. engine 
company 49; James Bella, engine com- 
pany 49; John Dougherty, truck com- 
pany No. 9. and a flreman and an em- 
ploye of the refining company, too 
badly burned to be recognized. 

When tbe explosion occurred, the 
tremen of engine company 49 and em- 
ployee of tbe Atlantic Refining com- 
pany, in all about 10 men. were at 
work in th" pumping housp drawing 
off oil from the burning tanks. Tho 
flames sbot high in the air and the 
pumping house was almost completely 
demolished. The firemen who had 
been playing streams on the other 
tanks then directed their attention lo 
the resctie of the men ■who had tiecn 
Imprisoned in the pumping house. It 
was nearly an hour before the men 
could be reached. 

None of the 17 injured men taken to 
the hospital is Sf rinusly iiijirt l Th> v 
were surfeiitii? clii- ll.v from tiurn.'^ and 
bruises and after having their woumis 
dressed nearly all were able to l^ave 
the hospiUls. The pumping house 
where the explosion occurred utas mid* 
way between two rows of burning 
tanks and the firemen were endeavor- 
ing to confine the Hames to one row 
by drawing off the oil at tha time ot 
the explosion.
